Opposition 
gears up 
for election 


O Liberal platform strikes populist theme 
O Vows free tuition, higher taxes on rich 


Alberta Liberal Leader Raj Sherman 
whipped up the party faithful on 
Monday in a revival-style meeting, 
delivering a pre-election platform 
that promised more tax on the 
rich, free tuition for all and an end 
to the reign of Tory “bums” and 
“bedbugs.” 

“We are going to put an end to 
pork-barrel politics,” Sherman, 
flanked by some candidates, told a 
crowd of 50 at the Art Galleiy of 
Alberta in downtown Edmonton. 

He compared Premier Alison 
Redford’s team to a bedbug infes¬ 
tation. “There are bedbugs in the 
legislature. We have to remove 
them,” he said to cheers. 

The show didn’t all go smooth¬ 
ly. The microphone carried a low- 
level, headache-inducing hum and 
problems with the overhead pro¬ 
jector left Sherman speaking about 
the needs of Albertans while a sign 


above him flashed: “No input is 
detected.” 

Sherman promised to make 
gradual cuts until tuition is free for 
all students by 2025, at a cost of 
more than $600 million a year. He 
also promised to balance the budg¬ 
et and said the Liberals will And 
the extra money by raising taxes 
on large corporations and on those 
who make after-tax income of 
more than $100,000. Those under 
the threshold will still pay the 10 
per cent flat tax. 

Sherman, elected leader late last 
year, has a daunting task. While 
the Liberals are the official Oppo¬ 
sition, they have just eight mem¬ 
bers in the 83-seat legislature. The 
party has been falling in recent 
opinion polls. It took 26 per cent of 
the popular vote in the 2008 elec¬ 
tion, but is on track this time to

Calgary’s Dustin Paxton 
savagely beat his former 
roommate and business 
partner to the point that it 
caused memory loss and 
forced him to perform sex¬ 
ual acts under the threat of 
further punishment, a 
judge has ruled. 

The verdict, handed 
down by Justice Sheilah 
Martin on Monday, capped 
a more than four-month tri¬ 
al that included graphic de¬ 
scriptions of repeated 
assaults against Paxton’s 
victim, whose identity is 
protected by a publication 
ban. 

That individual was 
dropped off at a Regina hos¬ 
pital in April 2010 with 


blunt injuries to much of 
his body. He was an un¬ 
healthy 90 pounds at the 
time and continues to suf¬ 
fer from after-effects to this 
day, Martin said. 

“1 find the frequency, in¬ 
tensity, and severity of the 
assaults grew over time,” 
Martin said, noting the 
punishment took place 
over a period of 18 months. 

Sitting inside the court¬ 
room, Paxton smirked early 
on and shook his head re¬ 
peatedly as Martin detailed 
numerous witness accounts 
of the assaults. 

As the proceedings ad¬ 
vanced to Paxton’s run of 
disturbing sexual assaults, 
the accused became notice¬ 


ably agitated, holding his 
head in his hands. 

“In essence, he used sex 
as a further weapon of as¬ 
sault,” Martin explained. 

Paxton’s defence coun¬ 
sel refused to comment fol¬ 
lowing court proceedings 
and it was unclear whether 
they intend to appeal. 

Martin’s findings, mean¬ 
while, also served to ab¬ 
solve Calgary police 
investigators involved with 
the Paxton case. Defence 
counsel had claimed mem¬ 
bers coached witnesses and 
used signals to communi¬ 
cate with them during the 
trial.

A horrific collision between 
a fiatbed truck and a large 
passenger van near a tiny 
hamlet in southwestern 
Ontario has killed 11 peo¬ 
ple and injured three oth¬ 
ers, provincial police 
confirmed Monday. 

OPP Insp. Steve Porter 
said a large white van 
loaded with people be¬ 
lieved to be migrant work¬ 
ers was travelling west 
when it was broadsided by 
the fiatbed. 

Ten of the passengers in 
the van were pronounced 
dead at the scene, he said, 
adding the driver of the 
truck was also killed. 

Police said one survivor 
was airlifted to hospital in 
Hamilton with life-threat¬ 
ening injuries, while two 


others are being treated for 
serious injuries in nearby 
Stratford, Ont. 

“Pve been on the job for 
28 years and I’ve never seen 
an 5 ^hing quite hke this col¬ 
lision tonight,” Porter told a 
news conference at the 
scene of the crash. 

Porter said police believe 
many of the victims to be 
migrant workers, but of¬ 


fered no other details. 
Some reports said one of 
the survivors spoke Span¬ 
ish. 

OPP Sgt. David Rektor 
said the workers were trav¬ 
elling in a van equipped to 
cany 15 passengers safely. 
He said investigators be¬ 
lieve driver error was be¬ 
hind the crash.

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Canada slips from top spot on economy: Analysts 



O Economists expect U.S. economic growth to outpace Canada’s in 2012 
O Employment in U.S. has been rising twice as sharply as in Canada 


It’s going to get harder for 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and his ministers to 
keep boasting that Canada 
is No. 1 among economic ri¬ 
vals. 

As the year unfolds, ana¬ 
lysts say it will become in¬ 
creasingly apparent that 
Canada no longer leads the 
G7 in economic growth and 
job creation. 


And as unlikely as it 
seems, it’s the United States 
— the land of crippling 
trade deficits, high unem- 
plo 3 mient and government 
debt — that’s likely to rele¬ 
gate Canada to second 
place, if not third behind 
Germany. 

“We are going into a pe¬ 
riod of catch-up where it 
looks hke the U.S. is doing 


better because they will be 
growing faster, on the jobs 
front perhaps most starldy,” 
says Douglas Porter, deputy 
chief economist with the 
Bank of Montreal. 

On many fronts, the 
switch has already begun. 

Last week’s emplo 3 mient 
reports indicated 2,300 jobs 
added in Canada in January 
versus 243,000 in the U.S. 


Even though Canada is one 
tenth the size of the U.S., 
that’s still more than 10 
times more jobs created. 

In the fourth quarter of 
2011, the U.S. posted a gross 
domestic product expan¬ 
sion of 2.8 per cent, while 
Canada’s is projected to 
come in at 1.5 per cent with

O Eurozone finance minister’s meeting postponed

France and Germany on 
Monday sought to impose 
tighter controls on Greece’s 
finances and warned politi¬ 
cal leaders in Athens to 
agree on new austerity 
measures soon if they 
didn’t want to see their 
country go bankrupt. 

President Nicolas 

Sarkozy of France and Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel said Greek leaders 
need to push through re¬ 
forms to obtain new funds 
in a second planned bailout 
worth $171 billion US. 

The country needs the 
money to repay a bond due 
in March. But Greek party 
leaders have been unable to 
agree to the new measures, 
missing multiple deadlines 
in the negotiations, and de¬ 


layed their latest meeting 
to Tuesday. Financial mar¬ 
kets remain on edge as in¬ 
vestors await the outcome. 

“Time is pressing and for 
the entire eurozone much 
is at stake,” Merkel said. 


Sarkozy and Merkel 
called for Athens to set up a 
separate account to ensure 
that billions of euros in 
bailout money go directly 
to servicing debt, and not 
other spending priorities. 


Debt deals 


► One option is for 

Greece to write into law 
a higher priority on 
servicing debt. 

Another option could be 
blocking funds from the 
International Monetary 
Fund or European lenders 
in an account to ensure a 
focus on debt service. 

► A separate account for 
interest payments could be 
one way of getting the 
European Central Bank to 
help in saving Athens from 
bankruptcy. 

The proposal would 
amount to a financial strait- 
jacket that would force 
Athens to put a higher pri¬ 
ority on repa 3 dng its foreign 
lenders than on financing 
services.

MARKS MATTER?

The University of British Co¬ 
lumbia recently announced 
that starting in the 2012-2013 
academic year admission to 
the institution would no 
longer be dependent 
exclusively on grades. All applicants will 
be required to complete a supplementary 
questionnaire about their extracurricular 
activities and life experiences outside of 
the classroom. 

The reasoning behind this decision is 
that the leaders of tomorrow (and source 
of future alumni donations) need to have interpersonal 
skills, not just book smarts, in order to succeed. Because 
we all know that, once you graduate, being able to net¬ 
work is far more important than knowing stuff. 

As a closeted academic who still dreams of going back 
to school to do a PhD the way other people dream about 
early retirement, my initial reaction to this decision was 
one of total horror. 



During my postgrad days 
1 worked as a teaching 
assistant for an undergrad¬ 
uate marketing class. With 
every assignment 1 graded, 

1 became more and more 
concerned about the lack 
of basic writing skills 
among the student body. 1 
encountered so many 
spelling mistakes and 
grammatical errors that 1 
began to question how 
some students had even 
managed to pass a high 
school English course. 

With this in mind, the last 
thing we need is for univer¬ 
sities to begin experiment¬ 
ing with lowering their 
admission standards in the 
name of well-roundedness. 

On the other hand, a cul¬ 
ture of grade-chasing over¬ 
achievers doesn’t allow for 
the type of creative minds 
that we need in academia, 
business, the arts, medicine, law and so on. Perhaps the 
move to a more holistic set of admission requirements 
isn’t about “dumbing down” post-secondaiy education, 
but about encouraging a student population that is 
more intellectually, socially and emotionally diverse. 
Then again. I’m not sure when being “smart” and being 
“sociable, physically active, compassionate, etc.” became 
mutually exclusive. 

1 don’t believe we should judge students on how well 
they can recite textbooks verbatim and memorize 
formulas. We should look at university as a place for 
breeding critical thinking and intellectual curiosity. Not 
only that, they are places for personal growth, blossom¬ 
ing independence and cultivating all those basic life 
skills you didn’t figure out back when your parents were 
doing your laundry and cooking your meals. 

That said, universities aren’t grownup summer 
camps and they shouldn’t be treated as such. More than 
an 5 Ahing, those four years are about higher education, 
and if you don’t have the marks to get there how are 
you going to get the marks to stay there?

Vowing to stay true to roles

Director Michael Sucsy isn’t 
afraid to admit that Chan¬ 
ning Tatum initially passed 
on his lead role in The Vow, 
his new romantic drama 
based on a true stoiy co- 
starring Rachel McAdams. 

The film follows Leo and 
Paige, a couple tiying to re¬ 
build their relationship af¬ 
ter a car accident robs Paige 
of her memories — includ¬ 
ing those of her husband. 
So what was so wrong with 
the project, according to 
Tatum? 

“When I read the first 
version of the script, it felt 
like Leo was just too great. 
He was too good, too per¬ 
fect. He was so understand¬ 
ing that 1 didn’t believe 
him as a real person,” 
Tatum says, adding that he 
had trouble connecting 
with the character. “1 wish 1 
could say I’d be that under¬ 
standing,” he says. “I think 
it would be more frustrat¬ 
ing.” 

So how did Sucsy lure 
his leading man back to the 
project? Having McAdams 
on board didn’t hurt. 

“As soon as I heard that 
she was on it, I was like, 
T’m in,”’ Tatum admits — 
but first they had to make 
some changes to his charac¬ 
ter. 

“We tried to put more 
frustration in there,” he 
says. “I think you would 
have to swallow so much, 
and that’s what we were 
trying to do with Leo. I even 
wish we’d have went a little

step farther with it, but I 
think it might’ve been too 
heavy.” 

Of course, they could al¬ 
ways refer back to Kim and 
Krickitt Carpenter, the real- 
life couple on whose stoiy 
The Vow is based. 

But the Carpenters made 
Tatum more nervous than 
an 3 ^hing else: “I was wor¬ 
ried. I was nervous to meet 
[Krickitt] because I didn’t 
want him to hate what I 
was doing with their stoiy,” 
he says. “But they were so 
positive. I think they were 
just so thankfdl that their 
stoiy was going to be out 
there — or a version of it.” 

Speaking of real-life situ¬ 


ations, part of Tatum’s own 
life will be hitting theatres 
later this year with Stephen 
Soderbergh’s Magic Mike, 
which the actor co-wrote, 
focusing on a particularly 
revealing part of his young 
life. 

“I was a stripper for 
about eight months be¬ 
tween 18 and 19 years of 
age in Florida,” Tatum says. 
“It’s a part of my life that 
I’m not so proud of, but I’m 
not ashamed of it. If any¬ 
thing, I will stand by it be¬ 
cause it was one of the 
most pivotal parts of my 
entire life. It was crazy.” 

It’s also the kind of per¬ 
sonal histoiy most A-list 


stars would try to cover up 
— something Tatum ad¬ 
mits he was pressured to do 
at first. 

“[My publicist] was like, 
‘No no no, we’re not sa 3 dng 
an 5 ^hing about it,”’ he says. 
“I’m like, ‘Look, it’s going 
to come out. I’m telling 
you. We should just say it, 
because I’m not ashamed of 
it. I’m telling you we 
should talk about this be¬ 
cause I think it’s hilarious, 
and I’m not afraid to talk 
about it.’ I will tell you, 
though, after the film 
comes out I will never talk 
about it again. I’ll be like, 
‘Enough said, watch the 
movie.’”

A staffer offers me a 
pink bottle of Diet Coke 
emblazoned with a minia¬ 
ture pon 3 h;ailed Lagerfeld 
and designed by the man 
himself. I pour the soda in¬ 
to a sleek, cube-shaped Or- 
refors glass created by, you 
guessed it, and then sip my 
drink underneath a giant 
crystal antique chandelier. 

Finally, Lagerfeld 
arrives looking impenetra¬ 
ble in dark glasses and 
leather, but he has the 
sniffles. Welcome to Karl’s 
world, a contradictory 
mixture of the old- 
fashioned and thoroughly 
modern, the rarefied and 
the mass market, the un¬ 
touchable and surprising¬ 
ly vulnerable. 

You’re about to re-launch 
your Karl Lagerfeld brand as 
two collections, both of 
which will be sold online and 
one of which is very 
affordable. Why now? 

These days, it’s much easi¬ 
er to use decent fabrics for 
not so much money. Real¬ 
ly great. When I did H&M, 
which was already seven 
years ago — I cannot 
believe it — I had a kind of 
appeal for people who buy 
inexpensive. 

I don’t say cheap 
because people are cheap, 
but clothes are not 
supposed to be cheap — 
they are supposed to be 
well designed and not ex¬ 
pensive. 

There’s a veiy big differ¬ 
ence, ah? So [the Karl 
Lagerfeld launch] has the 
top and the top of the inex¬ 
pensive. I don’t say low be¬ 
cause there is nothing low. 

When I did H&M, every¬ 
one said don’t do it.

Do you spend a lot of time on 
the Internet?

O New study shows drinking diet 
drinks put you at greater risk of 
heart attack, stroke and disease

Switching to diet pop? Be 
careful. 

A new study has found 
that drinking a diet soft 
drink eveiy day can put 
you at increased risk of 
heart attack, stroke, heart 
failure and vascular death. 

“It certainly wouldn’t 
hurt to cut down, as you 
wouldn’t be missing any 
important nutrients in 
your diet,” Hannah Gar¬ 
dener, lead author of the 
paper and a scientist at the 
University of Miami, told 
Metro in a phone inter¬ 
view. 

Gardener, along with 


colleagues from Miami 
and Columbia University 
in New York, analysed the 
eating and drinking habits 
of 2,564 people who had 
enrolled in the Northern 
Manhattan Study. 

Over the 10 years of the 
study, researchers found a 
43 per cent higher risk for 
heart attack, stroke and 
vascular death in those 
who drank diet soda daily, 
compared to those who 
drank none. 

The study took into ac¬ 
count confounding factors 
such as BMl, intake of fat 
and calories, and pre-exist¬ 
ing illnesses. 

Interestingly, people 
who occasionally drank di¬ 
et pop or who drank regu-

The research appeared 
in the Journal of General 
Internal Medicine. 

The bottom line? 

Keep in mind that artifi¬ 
cially sweetened soft 
drinks might not be a 
healthier alternative to 
regular pop, as the long¬ 
term health effects remain 
unclear.

Are you a guy who sneaks 
a peek at yourself as you 
pass a reflective store 
front? Do you stare at 
your own Facebook pro¬ 
file more than you look at 
other people’s? Are you al¬ 
ways thinking of better 
versions of your friends’ 
jokes that you would have 
told? 

You, sir, are a narcissist, 
but you better watch 
out! New research 
shows narcissism might 
actually be bad for your 
health — in the form of 
toxic drool that so often 
spills 

from your mouth whilst 
thinking of yourself! 

According to Live Sci¬ 
ence, researchers inter¬ 


viewed 106 young men 
and women, asking them 
all kinds of questions 
about how they perceive 
themselves. 

Then the researchers 
split their traits in two dif¬ 
ferent categories: Un¬ 
healthy narcissism 

(“entitlement and ex¬ 
ploitativeness”) and 
healthy narcissism (“au¬ 
thority, superiority, vanity 
and self-sufficiency”). 

They found young men 
who have more unhealthy 
narcissism to produce 
higher levels of cortisol, a 
stress-related hormone, in 
their saliva. 

That could indicate that 
narcissists (the unhealthy 
kind) could be more prone 
to stress-related health is¬ 
sues like cardiovascular 
problems. 

“Even though narcis¬ 
sists have grandiose self¬ 


perceptions, they also 
have fragile views of 
themselves, and often 
resort to defensive strate¬ 
gies like aggression 
when their sense of supe¬ 
riority is threatened,” 
said study researcher 
David Reinhard. 

“These kinds of coping 
strategies are linked with 
increased cardiovascular 
reactivity to stress and 
higher blood pressure, so 
it makes sense that higher 
levels of maladaptive nar¬ 
cissism would contribute 
to highly reactive stress 
response systems and 
chronically elevated levels 
of stress.” 

“See? It’s not easy to 
look this good. People 
don’t even know the 
stress we have to deal 
with,” said narcissists 
eveiywhere upon hearing 
the news.

“If you’re in a lower tax 
bracket—say, anything be¬ 
low $35,000 annual gross 
— you might be better off 
putting your money in a 
tax-free savings account,” 
says Lermitte. 

Can I use my RRSPs to buy 
a house? Yes — but you 
have to be considered a 
first-time homebuyer. If 
you meet those require¬ 
ments, under a federal 
government program 
called the Home Buyers’ 
Plan, you can withdraw up 


to $25,000 from your 
RRSPs in one calendar year 
to help finance a house 
purchase. “Generally, you 
have to repay all with¬ 
drawals to your RRSPs 
within a period of no more 
than 15 years until the bal¬ 
ance is zero,” says Ler¬ 
mitte. 

What’s the best type of 
RRSP fund? “Don’t go for 
100 per cent bonds or 100 
per cent equities,” says Ler¬ 
mitte. “The volatility will be 
too harsh.” If you are work¬ 
ing with a certified finan¬ 


cial planner, ask them to 
put your money in what’s 
called a “balanced fund.” 

With the downturn in 
global markets, are RRSPs 
a wise investment? “They 
are absolutely still a smart 
investment option,” says 
Lermitte. “When the mar¬ 
kets are volatile, it’s im¬ 
portant to stay the course.” 

Try to contribute to an 
RRSP eveiy year — and to 
push yourself to funnel 
more money into it each 
year than you did the pre¬ 
vious year. 


The entire concept of 
retirement is changing 


If hindsight is 20/20, no 
one would make mistakes 
— including RRSP mis¬ 
steps. Now, more than 
ever, it’s important to in¬ 
vest wisely. 

“The whole concept of 
retirement is changing,” 
says Greg Pollock, the pres¬ 
ident and GEO of Toronto- 
based Advocis, The 
Financial Advisors Associa¬ 
tion of Canada. 

Experts predict that in 
the coming years, more re¬ 
tirees will work part time 
or venture into self-em- 
plo 5 mient, some because 
they want to and others to 
make ends meet. Even if 
you enjoy working, you 
will likely want to — or 
have to — stop at some 
point. 

If you don’t want to be 
invited late to your own re¬ 
tirement party, tiy to avoid 


making these RRSP mis¬ 
takes: 

Don’t wait too long to 
start. Even if all you can af¬ 
ford to sock away is $25 
per month in your 20s. 
“Most people don’t start 
thinking about retirement 
investing until they’re in 
their mid-40s,” says Pol¬ 
lock. “That’s too late.” To 
get the best RRSP returns, 
you need to take advan¬ 
tage of compound interest 
over several decades. 

Don’t misjudge how 
much you will need. “Un¬ 
derestimating how long 
you think you’ll live can 
result in a savings short¬ 
fall,” says Pollock. Paint a 
clear picture of how you 
envision retirement. Do 
you want to travel in Eu¬ 
rope in your 60s? Or sim¬ 


ply not worry about cover¬ 
ing the rent in your 70s 
and beyond? 

Don’t invest while drown¬ 
ing in debt. Saddled with 
student loans or credit 
card debt? “It’s best to pay 
down all or as much as you 
can before you start con¬ 
tributing to RRSPs,” advis¬ 
es Pollock. 

Don’t make infrequent 
contributions. If you are 

tempted to skip a year 
here and there so you can 
afford to buy that expen¬ 
sive item you have been 
eyeing, resist. 

“Get in the habit of 
making annual contribu¬ 
tions to your RRSP,” says 
Pollock. “The more you in¬ 
vest over the long term, 
the better the returns.”

Do you hear the clock tick¬ 
ing ... time is running out 
if you intend to contribute 
to an RRSP. 

The deadline for con¬ 
tributing and using it on 
your 2011 income tax re¬ 
turn is Feb. 29, 2012. The 
deadline, usually March 1, 
is different because it’s a 
leap year. 

What is also different 
this year is the slight in¬ 
crease in the amount you 


can contribute. For 2012, 
the contribution limit is 18 
per cent of your income in 
2011 to a maximum of 
$22,970. 

The federal government 
introduced RRSPs in 1957 
to encourage Canadians to 
save for retirement. 

The biggest benefit is 
the immediate tax savings, 
says David Gillan, vice- 
president of T.E. Wealth. 
“You get a tax deduction 
for the year that you put it 
in.” Your total income is re¬ 
duced by the amount you 


invest in your RRSP. That 
means you pay less tax and 
are left with more of the 
money you earned, says 
Gillan. 

“RRSPs are also a good 
savings plan ... they keep 
you disciplined,” says Jil- 
lian Biyan, an investment 
adviser at TD Waterhouse, 
Vancouver. If you are pay¬ 
ing into a plan like this, 
it’s hard to pull the money 
out and you will be less 
likely to do so. 

Furthermore, every dol¬ 
lar grows without attract¬ 


ing any tax through its ac¬ 
cumulation, says Richard 
McKenster, spokesperson 
for Advocis (the Financial 
Advisors Association of 
Canada), Halifax. “If the 
fund earned six per cent, 
the fund earned six per 
cent.” 

In most cases (and this is 
where a financial planner 
can help), you will be in a 
lower tax bracket when 
you are retired and, as a re¬ 
sult, the “income” from 
your RRSPs will be taxed at 
a lower percentage rate. 


Keep in mind that if you 
have a spouse, says Bryan, 
you can set up a spousal 
RSP and income split with 
the higher income earning 
spouse. Again, you will 
save because of the lower 
tax bracket. 

RETIREMENT PLANNING 

Retirement planning is a 
continuum, says McKen¬ 
ster of ADOCIS, beginning 
when you finish school 
and continuing through 
your working life. “It’s all 
about at some point cash¬ 


ing out and retiring and 
using income from invest¬ 
ments rather than earned 
income.” 

“And it’s not that 
painful when you’re me¬ 
thodical about contribut¬ 
ing,” says Bryan. “If you 
don’t want to do a budget, 
then just pay yourself first 
(take 10 per cent however 
often you get paid) and 
make sure you are maxi¬ 
mizing your contribution.” 

The earlier you start, 
the richer the whole 
process becomes.

he tax-free savings 
account (TFSA) of¬ 
fers Canadians a 
significant oppor¬ 
tunity to develop a 
tax-free income and is an¬ 
other retirement planning 
option to the older and 
better-known registered 
retirement savings plan 
(RRSP). 

“People should definite¬ 
ly not overlook the TFSA 
because it provides a 
significant opportunity to 
build a tax-free income,” 
says Dave Ablett, director 
of tax and retirement plan¬ 
ning with Investors Group. 


Since they became avail¬ 
able in 2009, about 6.7 mil¬ 
lion Canadians have 
opened TFSA accounts, 
which now have total 
assets of about $43 billion. 

The TFSA allows holders 
to contribute up to $5,000 
per year. 

Unlike RRSPs, there is 
no tax deduction for con¬ 
tributions to a TFSA. RRSP 
contributions are 
deductible and reduce 
your income for tax 
purposes. However, the 
money you contribute to 
your TFSA and growth 
through interest, 
dividends or capital gains 
are not taxable, except for 
any foreign tax on foreign 
investments. As well, your 
withdrawals are tax free. 

Money in a TFSA can be 
invested in the same 
instruments as an RRSP 
such as stocks, bonds, GICs 
and mutual funds. Any un¬ 
used contribution room 
can be carried forward, 
and if you withdraw mon¬ 


ey in one year from the ac¬ 
count, you are allowed to 
put it back, but only in the 
year after it is withdrawn. 

The TFSA has a number 
of benefits, particularly for 
seniors. 

Money from a TFSA is 
excluded from income- 
tested benefits and tax 
credits such as the GST 
credit and the Old Age Se¬ 


curity and the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement and 
will not reduce those bene¬ 
fits. 

Unlike an RRSP, you can 
contribute to a TFSA after 
the age of 71. 

As well, you can pass on 
your TFSA when you die. 

Only a spouse or 
common-law partner can 
be named as a successor 


holder, and upon the 
death of the TFSA owner 
the successor holder 
immediately becomes the 
new owner of the TFSA. 

If the spouse is named 
the beneficiaiy of the TFSA, 
they can elect to transfer 
the assets at the owner’s 
death to their own account 
without affecting their con¬ 
tribution room. Any TFSA 
income earned after the 
death of the TFSA owner is 
taxable to the spouse. 

Another benefit of the 
TFSA is that you can assign 
assets in your account as 
collateral for a loan, some¬ 
thing you are not able to 
do with an RRSP. 

There is some confusion 
among Canadians about 
TFSAs. Some recent stud¬ 
ies have found one of the 
main reasons Canadians 
have not opened a TFSA 
account is that they don’t 
fully understand how they 
work. 

As well, many people 
still are not aware that the 


accounts can hold more 
than simply cash and sav¬ 
ings, a fact that some 
financial experts have said 
indicates the TFSA may be 
misnamed as a “savings” 
account. 

The TFSA has appeal for 
people in their prime accu¬ 
mulating years, those who 
are actively building retire¬ 
ment assets and for low-in¬ 
come earners who can’t 
take full advantage of tax 
deductions from contribut¬ 
ing to an RRSP. 

It will particularly bene¬ 
fit individuals who will 
need access to funds 
before their retirement, 
and those with little or no 
room to contribute to 
their RRSPs.
